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Technical Corner 
This past month we had some unfortunate 
incidents that have occurred with both the 
147.12 and 147.36 repeaters. Both of them 
took a lightning strike. Both controllers were 
damaged, the .12 slightly and the .36 a bit more 
severe, Both repeaters are back up but 
repairs are still required for both systems, The 
147.12 is stil operational with full service, be 
aware that it may go down again, The 147.36 
is operational but with limited services. It is 
expected to have it back on line with full 
services by the first part of next month. 

There is a new 443.50 repeater in use on 
ins ni, The Uniden was Swaped oui for tne 
club owned Motorola. Dick, WBODEX, put in some 
long hours and hard work and peaked up the 
Motorola UHF repeater. The Motorola did 
experience some on-line problems but Scott 
has been persistent and it appears to be 
working quite well in the past few weeks. 
There is stil some work to be accomplished. 
The receiver is a bit deaf, the sensitivity is 
about A microvolts compared to the .2 of the 
Uniden. A pre-amp may have to be installed to 
increase the sensitivity. This will be presented 
to the members for consideration. 

For those of you that missed the last meeting 
there is also a new VHF repeater in use on 
147.12. The Yeasu FTR2410 was installed and 
is working real fine. There were a few bugs 
but they were quickly corrected, The output 
of the system is about 150 watts. A big thank 
you to Dick, WBODEX, and Scott, KB9AMM, for all 
of their time and efforts, which were 
considerable, to get the equipment on line and 
working. i :
